swept over this part of the country yesterday 
and last night, doing great damage to growing 
fruit. Strawberries in bloom were all killed, 
which will cut the crop short one-third to one- 


fifth. Barly peaches, apples, cherries, pears, 
etc,, are mostly killed, while later varieties stood 
the storm very well. In exposed places ice 
formed half an inch thick. The wheat is not 
injured, and prospects were never better for a 
large yield. Investigation shows that last sum- 
mers drouth killed chicoh-bugs, and those 
Sof the Brate gi rte from 1 peg ann 
par State give great eto fruit 
crop.

Copper, III., April II. -The mercury this 
morning at daylight stood at 2. Strawberries, 
which were many of them as large as peas, Will 
be swept clean as far as sufficiently advanced.

Some Ohio People Think the Freeze 
Will Prove a Benefit Rather than an 
Injury.

CINCINNATI, April II. - Frost was everywhere 
visible in the vicinity of Cincinnati this morn- 
ing, and in some localities the mercury had 

dropped as low as 28. In some places ice fully a 

sixteenth of an inch in thickness was seen. 

Great anxiety was felt as to the prospect for an 

abundant fruit crop. Opinions differ as to the 

extent of the damage done, and it will probably 
not be definitly ascertained for some days. The 
most gloomy prognostication made in 
answer to inquiries today was that 
early fruit is al killed, and the fruit 
crop will be late, It is proper to say 
that this was tne opinion at only balf a dozen 
places visited, Some thought t enough of 
the bloom was destroyed psure a good crop, 
and that the frost was on ‘the whole a benelit to 
the county by preventing an overcrop. It is good 
for neither the citizen nor farmer when the trees 
or berry plants overbear. Fruit may be too 
cheap to pluck one year, causing the farmer to 
work for low wages practically, and then the 
trees may require several successive years to 
recover from the exhaustion. Others thought 
that the peaches may have caught it 
heavily, while apples are but little hurt. Cher- 
ries and plums seem certainly hurt. Pears, if 
this weather extends over a great portion of 
the country, may be scarce this year. Straw- 
berries were hardly advanced enough to be hart. 
Fruit on the bills will escape where 
that in the valleys is entirely destroyed. If the

Lemont Stone-Quarrymen. 

All the quarrymen at Lemont have struck for 
higher wages, but no increase was asked for 
until atter they had quit work. The first known 
of any dissatisfaction was a week ago Monday, 
when those employed at Edwin Waker's quarry 
knocked of and marched down the canal past 
the other quarries shouting “$2 a day.“ They 
made no converts then, but the next day every- 
body stopped, and no work has been done since. 
The men have been receiving $1.50 a day all 
winter for “stripping” the earth off the 
stone, so that the latter would be avail- 
able at the opening of the season for 
quarrying. It was the intention to begin 
taking it out Monday, but the strike very fort- 
unately intervened and saved the owners con- 
siderable loss. as the stone would have been 
ruined by the frost yesterday morning. 

As soon as the men were all out, some Knights 
of Labor from Joliet appeared among them 
organized a union. A committee was appointec 
to wait upon the bosses, who were informed that 
the men wanted Sl. a day “if they could get 
it.” Thereply was, We will pay that on the 
lst of May ”—what would have ppeen done, strike 
or nv strike. The committee returned to think 
over the answer, and have not yet been heard 
from. Monday was -day for March, and the 
‘men received from to $30 each. Most of 
them, however, are in debt to storekeepers, 
and are not able to support themselves very 
long. Henge it is believed that they will return 
to work before this week is out. There has been 
a surplus of labor in Lemont all winter, and the 
strike was a very foolish thing in view of the 
fact that an increase of pay was certain as soon 
as the men commenced their regular work.

The editorial to which Mr. Kasson refers

ley, and the insidious Randall, who contrib- 
uted to make up the “ more-tariff” majority 
of that committee. On the 16th of January 
Mr. McKinley introduced a bill more than 
doubling the present high-tariff taxes on 
steel, and that bill was referred to the com- 
mittee of which he and Mr. Kasson were 
members. On the 24th of January, at a 
meeting of the Ways and Means Committee, 
McKinley, by a vote of the committee, as 
reported by telegraph to all the Chicago pa- 
pers, was authorized to report the bill to 
the House” and urge its passage. That bill 


read as follows: 

Be it enacted, etc., That Title 33, of the Revised 
Statutes, be amended 4 to the schedule 
of said title the follow 3° That on 
all iron or steel, and on all manufactufes, wares, 
vesseis, and articies of iron or steel, or of which 
such metals. or either of them, shail a com- 
ponent part, or the material of chief value, 
whether wholly or partially, there shall be 
levied, collected, and paid no less a rate of duty 
than the duty or rate of duty imposed upon the 
said goods, or upon any part or material of the 
said goods in any of the forms in which it or 
they last existed, prior to their passing into the 
form or article oa which duty is to be levied. 
This act shall not apply to, nor in any manner 
affect, articies specifivally enumerated in this 
title by their commercial! designation, but Shall 
ouly apply to articles designated in this title as 
manufactures of steel, or of which steel shall 
be the component part, not otherwise provided 
for, manufactures,.articles, vessels, and wares 
not otherwise provided for of iroa, or of which 
iron shali be the component material or chief 
value, metals manufactured not otherwise pro- 
vided for, and castings of iron not otherwise 
provided for.” 

This action of the committee was the re- 
sult of a direct vote, but the reporters econ- 
omized space by sending this vote in the fol- 
lowing form: All the members of the com- 
mittee voted ayeexcept Messrs. Carlisie, Mor- 
rison, and Tucker, and Mr. Randall, who 
was absent. This included of necessity Mr. 
Kasson, of Iowa, and from that time the bill 
ceased to be Mr. McKinley’s personal 
property, each member voting for it adopt- 
ing it as his own. We felt warranted in 
claiming for Mr. Kasson all the merit and 
all the responsibility pertaining to his advo- 
cacy o such a bill. 

Having established Mr. Kasson’s responsi- 
bility for this bill, a few words as to what 
it broposed to accomplish. On this subject 
there can be no duestion chat in the article 
to which Mr. Kasson makes objection we 
greatly underrated the amount of tax pro- 
posed by the McKinley-Kasson bill, and in 
proof of this we refer to a letter from Secre- 
tary Folger, of the Treasury, addressed 
under date of Feb. 4 to Mr. Randall, of the 


Ways and Means Committee. In that letter

part of the majority of that committee, had 
for its purpose to doable and really quadru- 
ple the tariff tax on steel, the raw material 
of which the barbed-wire fence of lowa and 
the Western States is manufactured. 

We have shown, first, the responsibility of 
Mr. Kasson for the affirmative action of the 
Committee on Ways and Means on the bill to 
quadruple the duty on the steel from which 
the barbed-wire fencing is made; secondly, 
that the bill had that purpose and effect; and 
Mr. Kasson himself. in his letter, admits all 
this in saying that on his motion the bill in- 
creasing the duties on steel wire used in 
making fences was stayed in committee 
and has not been reported to the House.“ 

Tue TRIBUNE perhaps owes to Mr. Kasson 
the explanation that pending action on the 
Kasson-Kelley-McKintey bill, quacrupling 
the tax on steel, the Iowa Legislature, if we 
mistake not, by a unanimous vote, passed a 
joint resolution appealing to the Senators and 
Representatives of Iowa in Congress to op- 
pose any bill having for its purpose any in- 
crease in the duties on steel that would have 
the effect of increasing the cost of barbed 
wire. But this was after the action of the 
committee to which we have referred, and 
while it had no effect on Mr. Kasson’s voting 
for the bill and recommending its passage, it 
may have had some effect in “staying” the 
bill and in 80 far preventing its being re- 
ported, 


THE ADAMS BOWKO AFFAIR. 

The manner in which Mr. Morrison, of 
Boston, alias “Reddy the Kid.“ in reality 
Mr. James Fitzgerald, of Milwaukee, took in 
the Hon, Charles Francis Adams, descend- 
ant of several Presidents, and “did” him 
is funny or disgraceful according to the 
standpoint from which one views it. Never 
before did bunko-steerer have such a 
stately craft in tow. Never before did the 
iceberg of Quincy sail into a gulf stream 
which thawed him out so rapidly. Never 
before was the stately craft towed into such 
strange waters. Never before did it pay such 
costly towage. If there be any compensation 
to the Hon. Charles Francis Adams in this 
unfortunate affair it must be the thought 
that he was not taken in by an ordinary, 
vulgangambler, loud in attire, swaggering 
in manner, and slangy in talk. Reddy the 
Kid and the Hon. Charles Francis Adams 
are alumni of the same venerable Alma 
Mater. Reddy, as well as Mr. Adams, 
is a specimen of Harvard-made Boston 
“culehah.” He is described to us as a fluent 
speaker, an easy conversationalist, and a gen- 
tleman of affable presence and graceful bear- 
ing. He is not a gentleman whose conversa- 
tional powers are limited to knowledge of 
your father or your uncle, and remote allu- 
sions to dice, cards, or swag, but a gentile 
man who can talk of politics and diplomacy, 
and occasionally lapse into poetry, and who 
was skillful enough to lead Mr. Adams into 
channels which were once familiar to him. 
Thus cheerfully he beguiled the time and 
eased the way until he led him into the den 
where bunko is played, or as Boston “cul- 
chah” will have it, banco.“ Harvard may 
not have educated and graduated other 


bunko-steerers equally gifted, butin this case 


at least she made a success and provided a 
victim worthy of such asteerer. Such talents 
never should have been wasted on werdant 
rustics who slouchily tumble into any net 
open to receive them. 

As we said at the outset, the feeling in re- 
gard to this affair depends entirely upon the 
standpoint from which it is reviewed. The 
public has long come to look upon the 
Adams family, and this Adams in particular, 
as the embodiment of an aristocracy which 
was something awful to contemplate in this 
republican country. In reality, however, 
thé Adams aristocracy has no foundation. 
The descendants of the Mayflower arrivals 
have nothing aristocratic in them, and those 
who claim it are elevating themselves on 
bogus pedestals. The Mayflower was filled 
with butchers ‘and bakers and candlestick- 
makers, and the original Adams was a shoe- 
maker. Aristotrats are not made out of 
such stuff. There were people of gentle 
blood who drifted into Boston, but they did 
not come up to the Hub from Plymouth, 
nor did any of them stop off at 
Quincy. What the people of this country 
have taken for aristocracy in the Hon. 
Charleg Francis Adams is simply a loftiness 
and hauteur of manner, which grows out of 
a frigidity of virtue. He was a cold mah in 
allseasons, not an aristocratic man. What- 
ever glitter he had was the glitter of ice. He 
never warmed even in the highest areas of 
high thermometer. Wicked wags have called 
him che North Pole, likened him to icebergs, 
and one irreverent writer, speaking of Conk- 
ling’s hauteur, said he was “as cold as if he 
had been trellised up on the north side of 
Charles Francis Adams all the winter.“ Now, 
if one views the affair from this point, and 
contemplates for a minute this monument of 
icy virtue towed along by the bunko-steerer 
through the busy streets of Boston intoa 
gambling-room, the temperature of which 
Visibly lowers as he enters, the picture isa 
ludicrous one. By what deft arts 
of persuasion did ‘Reddy the Kid 
thaw ont this frigid man? Bunko cer- 
tainly is not a political game. It is 
not a diplomatic game. It is not an adjunct 
of great charitable enterprises. It is not 
played in the interest of institutions for the 
preservation of frigidity. It is a low-down 
game of dice, and the gentlemen of the bun- 
ko-room are not politicians or diplomatists, 
or writers on international law, or possessors 
of frigid virtue. And yet, as the dice mer- 
rily rattled, he signed check after check un- 
til he reached the limit of his deposit! How 
was it done? Rumor has it that underneath 


) the iceberg ran a little stream of acquisitive- 


ness. Did Reddy the Kid discover it and in- 
sidiously whisper into the cold ear that here 
was a chance to aggrandize for personal in- 
terests and to add ciphers to that $15,000 in 
the bank ? 

It is tortunate for Mr. Adams, fortunate 
for the public, fortunate for other frigidities 
about Boston for whom other cultured bun- 
ko-men may be lying in walt, that there is 
another point from which this affair may be 
viewed, and that Mr. Adams’ sons have had 
the good sense to take that view. The bun- 
ko-man evidently calculated that the family 
were all frigid, and would pay these checks 
rather than have the disgrace exposed. ‘The 
boys, however, are not of that sort. They 
have gone for the bunko-man and all the 
rest of his gang, and are bound to make 
him smart for it. The historical honor of 
the house and the personal frigidity of the 
father are not to be allowed Jo stand in the 
way of the prosecution of Reddy the Kid. 
In this the public will stand by them and 
applaud them. Bat, meanwhile, have not 
Harvard and Boston some duties in the 
premises? If Harvard has graduated one 
bunko-steerer, may there not be others ply- 
ing that nefarious game? Is there not some- 


thing wrong in her curriculum when a four

| turns ont a Reddy the Kid? Is there not 


man in the Democratic party who is entitled 


to the confidence and respect of the country | 


that man is ex-Senator Thurman of Ohio. 
His judgment is warped by his adherence to 
the obsolete doctrine of State sovereianty, 
but his ability and integrity are unques- 
tioned, Perhaps it was his unexceptionally 
Nigh standing before the American people as 
associated with the Demogratic party which 
induced the managing men of that party to 
betray him in the Cincinnati Convention, 
which, after so much wrangling, nominated 
Hancock for President. The story of the 
intrigues against Thurman has recently been 
told by a Columbus correspondent of the 
New York Times. Thurman was slaugh- 
tered in the house of his friends. The peo- 
ple of Onio were for him. The Ohio 
State Convention instructed its delega- 
tion to the National Convention to sup 
port him, and the unit rule has never 
been disputed in the Democratic party. 
Popular sentiment in Ohio, party discipline, 
and every consideration of good faith and 
honor required that Mr. Thurman should 
have the united, hearty, and uncompromis- 
ing support of the Ohio delegation. He 
counted upon it and his Qhio constituents 
counted upon it confidently. Some weeks 
before the Cincinnati Convention met some 
of Mr. Thurman’s true friends advised him 
that intrigues, originating in part in Gra- 
mercy Park, where Tilden lives, and in part 
at Cuyahoga, which is Payne’s home, were 
organizing to bring division and dissension 
into the Ohio representation in the conven- 
tion. Mr. Thurman would not credit these 
reports. He had too much faith in human 
nature and too exalted an opinion of the 
obligation of friendship to believe them, But 
they were true, as the ult proved. Even 
before the Cincinnati Convention assembled 
the Ohio delegation betrayed the influences 
which had been working upon it, and an an- 
gry altercation took place which destroyed 
its unity of purpose and rendered it impo- 
tent as a factor in the nomination of a Demo- 
cratic candidate for President. Certain of the 
Ohio politicians had sold out to Tilden and 
Payne, and the division which resulted 
neutralized all the influence which Ohio 
might have exerted in the convention. This 
betrayal of trust did not help the men ‘who 
are believed to have incited it, but it was 
fatal to Thurman’s chances. It is stated, 
and may be readily believed, that this ex- 
perience has largely destroyed Judge Thur- 
man’s confidence in men; but, in order to 


de as fair and logical in this matter as he has 


been in other affairs of life, he should take 
into account the corrupt influences and 
practices that have fastened upon the Demo- 
cratic party and tainted the conduct of 
Dewocratic politicians during the protracted 
and desperate struggle they have been mak- 
ing for the spoils.

LET CALIFORNIA SEND THE CHINESE 
EAST. 


The Chinese question may be easily re- 
duced to its lowest terms. There were 75,000 


“Chinese men in California when tha census 


was taken imm 1880. There are now consider- 


ably more than 100,000. In Massachusetts in 


187) there were 300 Chinese. The number is 


now about half as many, The people of 
‘Guliféfnia uo not want the Chinése, but are 


very anxious to be rid of them. The people 
of Massachusetts, if their representatives in 
Congress can be believed, are hungering for 
a Mongolian invasion. Why would it not be 
a wise solution of the difficulty to transfer 
the Chinese from California to the Eastern 
States ? 

Forcible deportation may not be permitted 
by the laws and Constitution of the United 
States, though, as the Chinese are not citi- 
zetis, it is by no means clear that the State of 
California does not possess the power to ex- 
pel any Chinaman within its borders. It 
certainly would have this power but for the 
existence of treaty relations with China, 
which accord to persons of that nationality 
privileges in the United States which citi- 
zens of the United States do not enjoy in 
China. There can, however, be no question 
that a voluntary migration of Chinese from 
the Pacific to the Atlantic coast, encouraged 
by bounties or otherwise, would be legal. 
The State of California would be justified 
under the circumstances in offermg free 
transportation to every Chinaman who 
should desire to seek his fortunes in any of 
the Atlantic States. 

The experiment ought to havea fair and 
honest triak The State of California would 
be glad to putin its next appropriation bill 
$250,000 for the transportation of Chinese 
laborers, skiiled and unskilled, to New Fork 
and Boston, If they should be brought over- 
land, installments of them could be dropped 
at convenient places. The demand for them 
in Iowa, which, according to the Representa- 
tives from that State, is very strong, could 
easily be satisfied. The California coolies are 
not farmers, and cannot be used as farm- 
laborers. The experiment has repeatedly 
been made in California, but with very indif- 
ferent success. But there are a few sprout- 
ing industries in the cities of lowa which 
the Chinese could take possession of. The 
Chinese are expert cigarmakers, tailors, and 
shoe operatives. There are 8,500 Chinese ci- 
garmakers in San Francisco. One-half of this 
number, properly distributed, would revo- 
lutionize the cigar trade in New Yorks. The 
silk factories in Paterson, N. J., the opera- 
tives in which voted so vallantly for protec- 
tion to American labor in 1880, might.swal- 
low up another smal! contingent of Chinese. 
The potteries of Trenton would have room 
for afew more. 

But it would not be uptil Massachusetts 
was reached that the advantages of Chinese 
immigration would be fully realised. 
There is scarcely a cotton or woolen 
factory or paper-mill in that State in 
which Chinese could not be employed. 
They would seize the shoe trade 
in allits branches, They would swarm in 
the cotton, woolen, and paper mills. They 
would Occupy the shops where clothing its 
made, starving out the white families. They 
would soon supplant the Irish girls in domes- 
tie service, as they have done in California. 
A hundred thousand coolies in the 
England towns if allowed to, stay would 
freeze out 50,000 white famili and expel 
them from that section of country. 

Long before this stage should have been 
reached, however, the present Representa- 
tives of Massachusetts in Congress would be 
retired to private life. The places that now 
know them would know them no more. 
Their successors would be men able to see 
more than an inch beyond their noses, 
and to take a liberal, comprehensive, 
and National view of a question ‘of 
this nature. The narrow, selfish, pro- 
vinclal spirit which has animated the 
Massachusetts delegation in the present Con- 
gress would give place to a policy that 
should be as broad as the and 


Califernia can afford to make the trial. Why 
should it not send the Chinese whom it does 
not want to the States that profess to long 
for their society ?

Tux attention of the Humane Society has 
repeatedly been called by Tas Tumor to 
the barbarous and wholly useless practice in 
vogue among owners of carriage and driving 
horses of using the “overhead” check-rein 
upon the animals under their control; but 
thus far the society has taken no action in 
the matter. The “overhead” check was in- 
vented several years ago by the driver of a 
trotting-horse which was of such an un- 
governable disposition that some extraor-

dinary method of controlling him became 


necessary. It was found thatby passing the 
check-rein up the animal’s neck and between 
his ears, and fastening to it a very fine bit, 
which was then placed in the brate’s mouth 
in addition to* the ordinary one, he was un- 
able to indulgé in his favorit pastime of 
running away, because while the bit to which 
the reins were attached was pullme the 
lower jaw down, the bit connected with 
the “ overhead” check effectuaily prevented 
the upper jaw from following suit—thus 
forcing the horse’s mouth wide open. Some 
ignorant fool conceived the idea is 
style of check-rein made a horse look re 
stylish and “toppy,”’ and before long it was 
in almost universal use on carriage and 
buggy horses. As has deen explained in 
these columns, the “overhead” check Is 
simply an instrument of torture, and no man 
who has the slightest regard for the feelings 
of dumb and helpless brutes will allow its 
use. 

And, while the subject of carriage-horses 
is under consideration, the ponderous and 
so-called “ornamental” bits so commonly 
used should receive attention. Every horse- 
man knows that for purposes of util- 
ity and safety a plain, flexible snaffie- 
bit is the best, but, almost without ex- 
cephion, the carriage-horses of Chicago and 
other cities are compelled by the dig¢tates of 
fashion to carry in their mouths a great 
heavy bar of iron, with no joint in 
the centre so that it can de moved by the 
working of the animal’s tongue. To this 
dead weight of metal, which rests continu- 
uously on one part of the tongue, are attached 
heavy fanciful adornments in the shape of 
chain martingales, ete., and when the weight 
of these is added to that of the bit the result 
is that the ‘horse is in constant pain, and it 
is this pain that causes the tossing of the 
head which is regarded by many as an in- 
dication of style“ in a horse. 

The Humane Society can no longer plead 
ignorance as an excuse for its inaction in 
this matter. Let its officers begin a crusade 
against “overhead” check-reins and cum- 
brous bits, and the public will sustain their 


efforts.

Ove of the bummer Aldermen, Lawler, 
introduced in the Council Monday night the fol- 
lowing buncombe resolutions:

DEATH OF THE FIRST OF THE PRE-RAPHAEL- 
res.

Lowpon, April 11.—Dante Gabriel Rossetti 
died today. He was the eldest of the three dis- 
tmguished children of W distinguished 
father, having been born in London 
im les. His father, Gabriel Rossetti, 
an italian poet, bad been exiled from 
Naples, and had settled at London in 1824 to be- 
come Professor of Italian Literature at King’s 
College, and publish several works on the 
author of the “ Divina Commedia,” with sun- 
dry volames of poetry. His son studied at 
King’s College. 

ROSSETTI HAD OF LATE YEARS 
disappeared more and more from public gaze, 
ekeept that quite recently American editions 
of his poems have made their appearance, and 
last year he published a volume ot ballads and son- 
pets which was highly spoken of both in England 
and in America. It was about 1649 that bis 
painting, “Girlhood ot the Virgin,” gave him 
an entrance in the band calling themselves the 
“Brotherhood of Pre-Raphaelites,’’ the same 
year that Holman Hunt showed bis 
“Rienzi” and Mihai his “Isabella.” The 
atmosphere of this circle of artists was 
clese, if it could not be actually called a hot- 
house atmosphere. Affectations which were at 
first unimportaot, in view of the talents dis- 
played, became hardened afterward into down- 
rigut sins of mannerism. * 

THEIR PROCLIVITIES OF ART 
were also attempted to be applied to daily life, 
and Mr. Rossetti was one of those pre- 
Raphaelites who shut themselves most complete - 
ly eway from and out of sympathy 
with the nation at large. Although Italian 
in family, he was an EBnoglishman by birth, and 
showed the national characteristics in many 
ways. Within bis chosen circle he was a foros, 
and communicated to others his ardent feelings 
ou literary and artistic matters with great suc- 
cess. He belonged to 
A FAMILY or WRITERS, 
for his father was noted as a Dante scholar, his 
brother, the poet and art-critic, William Ros- 
setti, is only less well-known than bimself, and 
his sister, Christina Rossetti, is a writer of poetry 
of no little beauty. Mr. Ruskin has said of 
him whatwas probably meant to be as high 
praise as anything that couid be said: “ He was 
the first asserter in painting, as I believe I was 
myself in art-literature, of 
THE GREAT DISTINCTIVE PRINCIPLE 
of that school (the pre- ite)}—that things 
should be painted as they probably did look and 
happen, and not as by rules of art developed 
under Raphael, OCorreggio, and Michael 
Angelo, they might be supposed grace- 
fully, deliciously, or sublimely to have 
b „ Rossetti not only contributed 
harmonious ahd at times strikingly- beautiful 
verses to English literature, but was the cham- 
pion of several peets who were misjudged or 
negiected. He helped more than any other to 
bring the poetry, engravings, and water-color 
illuminations of William Blake before the na- 
tion which had pot appreciated them. He also 
wasachampion of Walt Whitman, and pub- 
liehed an English expurgated edition of his 
Leaves of Grass,“ At the same time, he was 
A GREAT FRIEND AND ADMIRER OF LONG- 
: FELLOW. 

He is better known asa writer than a painter, 
chiefly because books go @verywhere and his 
paintings were comparatively few, and also be- 
cause his art-works were quickly bought in Ra- 
land, and consigned to private galleries. In 
honor of the name given bim dy his 
Dante loving father, Mr. Rossetti published in 
1861 “ Barly Italian Poets.“ and in 1874 a revision 
with the title, Dante and His Circle.” Begin- 
ning as a designer of wood-cuts for the press, 
he bas lived to see himself 
PROFESSOR OF ITALIAN AT KING’S COLLEGE, 
a poet of repute, a painter of no little renown 
in England, and the acknowledged head of a 
circle of literary and artistic men of the 
highest order of talents, among whom are 
Swinburne, Ruskin, Burne Jones, Millais. 
Morris, and Gasse. The general tendency of 
Rossetti’s paintings has been in the direction of 
symb@isms and intellectual suggestions, and 
bis poetry abounds in imagery and deals with all 
shades of humor, experience, and passion.

A PERILOUS BALLOON VOYAGE. 

Parts, March 3.—An adventurous balloon- 
ascent was made yesterday from Mentone by an 
acronaut known as M. Jovis, who, it is stated, is 
contemplatmg an aerial voyage across the 
Mediterranean, accompanied by M. Paul 
Ginisty, a jousnhalist attached to the Paris jour- 
nal Gi Blas. The expediuon was less suess 
ful than that recentiy accomplished by Oo y 
Burnaby, and might indeed wen have 
ended in disaster. The enterprising aeronauts 
ascended at 5 a. m. from Mentone ib 4 bal- 
loon called, the Vulcan, of small dimensions, 


and with a wicker car just boiding two persons. 
At che outset the balloon was carried over the 
hills, and its occupants were afforded a fine view 
of the snow-ciad Alps. Suddenly, however, it 
got into a current which bore it rapidiy towards 
the Mediterranean: Despite all efforts the bal- 
loon was driven some distance out to sea, the 
cords became entangied, and it ultimately fell 
with tremendous velocity. Asomewhat heavy 
sea was running at the time, and the balioon and 
its two passengers were once or twice nearly 
washed away. At the cost of sacrificing all their 
jnstruments and some poruon of their clothes, 
M. Jovis and his companion contrived, however, 
to keep themselves afloat untilthey were reached 
ed by awhbalersent to their succor by the Mayor 
of Mentone. They were some twenty k 

tres from land. With the assistance of two 
more boats they, as weill as the balloon, were 
ultimately brought safely into Mentone.

WISCONSIN MILLERS. 


Annual Meeting of the State Association 
—Important Matters Considered by the 
Body. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., April 11.—The Wisconsin 
State Millers’ Association beld its sixth annual 
meeting in this city today. The Treasurer's re- 
port shows that, in addition to the balance on hand 
from the last meeting of $701, the total receipts 
for the year amounted to $4,846. After paying 
ail the current expenses of the association for 
the last year there remains in the treasury $859. 
The Secretary's report stated that the Cochrane 
litigation is turning out favorably for the 
millers of the country, owing to the unit 
of the trade in fighting the alleged 
imposition. It will be remembered that Coch- 
rane claimed damages on an infringement, and 
his aggregated suits footed up millions of dol- 
lars. The Denchiield are still on the 
docket. Although the suits began in Wisconsin 
and Minnesota are supposed to be kilied by the 
late decisions of the Supreme Court, the New 

York cases will have to be codtested, as they do 

not oome under the terms of these decisions. 

The sub-Executive Committee of the National 

Association met with the Denchfieli claimants 

at Chicago for the pu of effect- 

ing a settlement of those ciaims, but their 
demands were 860 exorbitant that notbing was 
accomplished. This was before the late decision 
of the Supreme Court. Now they might be willing 
to modify tneir demands somewhat if they bad 
un opportunity for a settlement, but the millers 
have renewed confidence that these cases will 
also turn out favorably.

The Colorado Pool in Imminent Danger 


western and Iowa Poois—Meeting to 

Be Held Next Tuesday. 

A meeting of the Colorado Traffic Association 
will be heid at Commissioner Midgiley’s office, in 
this city, next Tuesday. This meeting 
to be ot considerable interest, as the affairs of 
the association have not been running very 
smoothly during the last few weeks. Compli- 
cations have lately arisen which demand imme- 
diate attention, which, if not settled very soon, 
will result in the speedy dissolution of the com- 
bination. The principal difficulty arises from 
the il) feeling existing between the Rock Isiand 
and Northwestern Roads, owing to the active 
competition made by the former on the North- 
western business via its newly-estabiished Al- 
bert Lea route. The Northwestern for some 
time past has been cutting rates to all 
the prominent points on the Hock Isl- 
and in lowa it could reach. Des Moines 
rates are completely denoralized, and 
business to that point is being taken at almost 
any rate that can be secured. A fight on the 
Colorado business would bave been inaugurated 
before now but for the existing pooling arrange- 
ment. A similar arrangement between the 
lowa lines prevents the cutting of Council 
Liuffs business. The Northwestern, it is claimed, 
is desirous of withdrawing from the Colorado 
pool, and contemplates to give the required 
thirty days notice of its intention to do 80.

This 
road bas heretofore announced its intention to 
withdraw from the pool as soon as its new Den- 
ver line is completed. With the completion of 
this extension, the Burlington will be entitied to 
a much larger share of the Colorado business 
than it now gets. But even if the other roads 
should agree to increase its percentage greatly 
after that time, it is bardly probabie that the 
Buriimgton will remain in the pool, as it will 
then have to fight the Union Pacific between 
the Missouri River and Denver, and it could 
not make such a fight if fettered by a 
pooling arrangemgnt with roads which will give 
their business to competitors of the Burling- 
tou west of the Missouri Hiver. There is but 
one way in which a pool on Colorado business 
could be maintained bereafter,and this is by 
the Union Pacitic, Buriington, and Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fé forming a separate pool oa 
the business between the Missouri Hiver and the 
Rocky Mountains, Rumors have heretofore 
been elreutated that such à poo! is tem piat- 
ed, but the Burlington emphatically denies that

It is téared that in case of a dissoiuuon of the

Settlementofthe Southern Freight-Rate 
Troubles—Estabiishmeat of Arbitra⸗ 
ries South of the Ohio River. 

The railroads south of the Ohio River have at 
last adjusted their difficulties, and it is now 
probabie that heresf ter the rates from Chicago. 
St. Louis, and Peoria to points in the South will 
be maintained. As heretofore reported the 
roads port of the Ohio Kiver about a month 
ago established arbitrary rates to be added to 
the rates made by tho Southern roads on through 
business. As the roads south of the Onio failed 
toagree upon uniform rates that action did not 
insure the maintenance of rates on through 
business. But as the losses from cut rates had 
all to be borne by the Southern lines they soon 
became sick of the state of affairs, and they ar- 
ranged a weeting for the establishment of uni- 
form rates, which was held at Chattanooga last 
week; and at which the fullowing action was 
taken:

The corn market ad- 
vanced as a consequence of the posting, which 
makes the grain in this elevator non-deliver- 
able on contracts; otherwise the fact created 
little stir, and was scarcely talked about 
in the afternoon.

It was old corn put im the elevator 
last summer when the temperature was 
ranging about the. nineties, ana the 
wiuter baving been mild had never bad an op- 
portunity to get real cool, So far as its quality 
goes, the corn is said to be excellent, and t is 
believed its marketable value is not much af- 
fected by the presence of the weevil» Much of 
the talk ana fuss over the insect is attributed to 
ignorance in regard to it, this being the first 
year in which the weevil bas been found in the 
Chicago elevators. Two ca of the corn 
were loaded from the National yesterday, wbich 
is cited as an indication that some shippers are 
not unwilling totake it. About 70,000 busbels of 
wheat are in this elevator, but no sigas of wee- 
vil dave been found in it. 

The Grain Inspectors say the corn in the Na- 
tional is good, but is not No. 2, hav: obauged 
its condition since it was inspec into the 
house. They consider it might be er in 
car-lots for immediate consumption and cause 
no troubie, but thiok there is some risk in tak- 
ing it in large buiks hike a cargo. The ware- 
housemen had biown out a many weevil, 
but the Inspectors say they fou evidences of 
the presence of the insect.

THE NEW GAS COMPANY. 


What the Corporators Propose to Do. 

A reporter yesterday bad a talk with some of 
the members of the Consumers’ Gas, Fuel & 
Light Company, which has been seeking the 
rigtt to lay pipes in the streets of the city for 
some months past. They greeted the inquiries 
of the scribe with the complaint that the City 
Council had not appeared anxious to treat them 
fairly, from the fact that their ordinance had 
been pending for a long time and had never as 
much as been allowed to see tne lignt of day; 
but they appeared to be more inclined to blame 
the existing gas companies in the matter than 
the Aldermen. 

In reference to what they proposed ta do they 
stated that as soon as they were given the right 
to lay pipes they would be prepared to com- 
mence work,and that they had behind them 
one person with $13,000,000 at bis command who 
Was prepared to see the enterprise througb. 
They intended, if the opportunity was only 
atforded them, to furnish a better, stronger, and 
cheaper gaslight than the city now had—a light 
made by a uew process which was now in use 
in sixty-five cities, among which were Baiti- 
more, New York, Indianapolis, and Toronto, 
ang even at Pullman—and the cost of the 
gas shail not exceed $1.75 per 1.000 feet to 
small consumers, and to concerns using 
100.000 feet or more per year that 
it should not bein excess of $1.50. This pro- 
Vision is incorporated in the ordinance — 
they say, and also the further provision that in 
the event of their consolidat ug with any exist- 
ing company, or selling out, their ffanchise 
should be nuil and void. 

The geutlemen conversed with are, as before 
Stated, surprised at the way they bave been 
treated by the Council, especially since their 
ordinance was drawn, in their opinion, with a 
view to. protecting the people from the 
present gas-monopuiies. In other words, they 
think the city has everything to gain and 
nothing to lose and that the ordinance propus- 
ing to give them the privUeges they ask is en- 
tireiy unobjectionabie to any fair-minded per- 
son. It binds them to construct their works and 
have them in operation inside of three years, 
and to expend at lest $300,000 the first year 
atter its passage, and they say what wen | ave 
only anxious to comply with every condition, 
and not only furnish gas for muminatm pur- 
poses, but also for tuel at the prives pvamed.

What a Woman May Endure When Ar- 
rayed for a Ball.

New York, April 7.—One of the literally sen- 
sa tional novelties is the electric corset, of which 
rival manufacturers display a variety. All are 
made on the principleof substituting magnetized 
steel strips for the usual metal or bone. One 
enterprising exhibitor bas bis coutrivance 
most neatly fitted on a pretty girl, and 
illustrates bow completely she is lightning- 
beund by touching ber corset bere and 
there with a piece of steel. A spark drops 
out at every contact. What would happen if a 
magnetic kind of chap bugged ber can only be 
conjectured. As shé is on exhibition in a dim 
room, the display of fireworks is excellent, con- 
sidering that it doesn't vost anything. But it is 
for women only, not that there is anything m- 
delicate about it, either, for the girl is all cov- 
ered but her arms and neck, and is far less bare 
thun the average belle ata ball. Still, I suppose 
that 

MEN WOULD JAM THAT STORE, 
and fight like mad to get into the front row, if 
she were made visible to their sex, just because 
she is arrased in ber dimity. There seems to be 
a vast difference, to men's eyes, between the 
tweedie-dee of an outer dress and the tweedile- 
dum of underciothing. I can’t understand why, 
but it is so. Nine wen out of ten will rush wildiy 
toa window to see a woman in flowing white 


across the way. and turn away disappointed 
when they find that the * garment u a 
wrapper instead of a chemise. To retura to the 
dry-goods openings, the prominent feature in 
dressy suits is the revival of failie. The éatire 
dress is frequenutiy made of it, and it enters into 
the com position of many costumes in combina- 
tion with moiré and surah, or satin merveilleux. 
The finest of the failles are in changeabie et- 
fects, sometimes as many as three or four tints 
showing in one piece of the goods, and iu others 
only two. The French imported costumes show 
all sorts of combinations of vel and cash- 
mere with failies, either plain or in chameleon 
tints. A cha oie silk of mingled rea, ecru, 
and green shades, forming small stripes, is used 
tor the panier polonaise of a Faris dress, while 
the front and side breadths of the side skirt are 
of ecru vashmere, with open embroidery sel- 
vages. The back breadths are concealed by the 
polonaise drapery. The bottom of the dress 
is trimmed with two frills of embroidery 
tour inches wide, and scantily gathered. These 
gathe are sewed together, forming & 
ruche, while the seam in the middie is nidden by 
diagoual loops of ecru satiu ribbon passing back 
and forth in the holes of the embroidery, and 
this is faacifully tinished by a bow of the ribbo 

tied over red satin ribbon. All the bows an 

loops on the dress are lined with red ribbon. The 
jacket. bedice, and sieeves are fancifuliy 
trimmed with embroidery and mbbon matching 
the skirt trimmings. A great deai of this kind 
of rivvon trimming is used on wifite dresses 
trimmed with ethiyoidery. In fact, embroidery 
crops out in everything. n. frille, with two 
or more tints, is much u for the lower skirts 
of cashmere and veiling costumes. The veil- 
ings that come in broché effects in raw silk on 
oue-baif of the goods, while the other balr is 
plain, are made up over faille foundations. In-

Piaits and tucks in skirts run length- 
wise this spring. A pretty fancy is to piait

Pink and garnet 
stripes, ecru and biue, maroon or green stripes, 
and other good combinutions may be thus man- 
aged. Other parts of the costume are similar 
piaited. The sateen suite are stunning. Still 
they are not outrageous in taste, though che tig- 
ures are large, and strong contrasts are used in 
the two sateens (one pointed apd the other 
piain) of which the costume is always made. 
Simple dresses of white, dotted or sprigged 
muslin, mull or painsook, bave a pointed basque, 
with insertion, and ascunt trill ot embroidery 
on the edge, and also in the pointed waistcoat 
sbape in front, with Byron collar. On the 
ready-toade suits, manufactured for the trade 
allover the country, the Greek overskirt and 
the full apron-skirt are both used. Many ruf- 
fles are piaced on the lower skirt. Ribbous iu 
the form of bows, loops, and ments are 
put on for adoraments.
